Council also turned down 
Innisfil’s request to renegotiate 
the cost-sharing agreement for 
the South Simcoe Police - taking 


exception to the claim by Innisfil 
Chief Administrative Officer John 
Skorobohacz that Innisfil has been 
“subsidizing" policing in BWG, based 
on the number of calls, to the tune of 
$1 million per year. 

Councillor Carl Hordyk pointed 
out that Bradford West Gwillimbury 
had originally asked for a joint 
OPP costing, inviting Innisfil to 
participate, early last year. At a 
meeting held in Innisfil, Councillors 
from both municipalities agreed 
to approach Barrie Police, York 


Regional Police and the OPP to 
provide a costing. Only the OPP 

“Shortly after that, Innisfil did a 
180 and pulled out,” Hordyk said 
- instead setting up an Ad Hoc 
Committee to look into current levels 
of policing. Now, months later, the 
Town of Innisfil has come back to the 
idea of an OPP costing. 

“I’m very happy for them -1 think 
it’s going to be very good for their 
taxpayers,” Hordyk said - but he

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Seniors: Managing your medications

If you are a senior, chances are, you take some sort of medication - perhaps even 
multiple medications. Medications are intended to treat ailments and improve quality 
of life, but if taken incorrectly, they can have adverse effects - even sickness and 
death. Consider the following: 

• Nearly two-thirds of Canadians ages 65 and up are taking five or more types of 
prescription medication. (Canada Safety Council, 2012) 

• Up to 50% of all medication is taken incorrectly. (Ontario Pharmacists’ Association, 
2009) 

• Problems with medication account for one in seven emergency admissions of 
persons over the age of 65 years. (Ontario Pharmacists’ Association, 2009) 

Below are some tips for managing your medications safely: 

• Keep a list of all the medicines you use that includes why, when and how you use 
them. Also include any drug allergies, the name of your doctor and the name of a 
contact person in case of emergencies. Bring this list with you every time you see a 
healthcare provider or pharmacist. 

• Try to use the same pharmacy to fill all your prescriptions. Tell your pharmacist 
about any over-the-counter drugs, herbal medicines or vitamins you are taking. It is 
important for your pharmacist to have a full picture when it comes to your medication. 

• Before starting a new medicine, prescription or not, check with your pharmacist to 
make sure that the new addition will not interfere with your existing medicines. 

• Check the label of each prescription to ensure you have received the proper 
medication. Read the printed information that comes with your medicine and learn as 
much as you can about what you are taking. If you have questions, ask your 
pharmacist. 

• When possible, keep all medication in original containers. If you wish to use a pill 
organizer, please ask your pharmacist for advice. 

• If you have difficulty opening the cap of your medication bottle, ask your 
pharmacist for an easy-off lid. 

• Follow instructions. This means taking your medications in the recommended 
dosages at the recommended times of day and for the recommended duration. Do not 
stop taking your medication early because you have started to feel better. Consult your 
healthcare professional. 

• If you are a caregiver for a senior, make sure you are focused when managing 
medications. Distractions can cause mix-ups, which could lead to harmful 
consequences for the senior. 

• Do not share your prescription medication with anyone and do not take another 
person’s prescription. 

• If you miss a dose, never double up on the next dose to make up for it. Call your 
pharmacist for guidance, as the next step will vary depending on the medication. 

• Ensure medications are stored in a safe place. Keep out of the reach of children, and 
do not store in the bathroom or where they may be exposed to light, heat or humidity. 

• If you have expired/unused pills, you are best to return them to the pharmacy for 
safe disposal. Also check expiry dates of non-prescription medications.

MPP slams new “Trades Tax”

There's a new set of fees coming that will 
hit every skilled trade and their employers in 
Ontario, at a time when local economies are 
still struggling to recover from the economic 
downturn, say the Progressive Conservatives. 

The Provincial Liberals have established a new 
“College of Trades” - and as of April 8,2013, 
will begin billing skilled trades a new annual 
"membership” fee for every apprentice and 
journeyman. 

“This spring, tradespeople, employers, 
businesses and consumers will find life more 
expensive," said York-Simcoe MPP Julia Munro 
(PC), calling the "College” little more than a 
new bureaucracy, and die planned fees, a job¬ 
killing "trades tax.” 

“The Trades Tax will be a major hit for 
tradespeople, and cost millions and millions 
of dollars. The Liberal government is calling 
this trades tax a “membership fee” for the 
College of Trades. The reality is, they plan to 
use the Trades Tax to build another layer of 
government bureaucracy that nobody needs or 
wants," Munro said. “It’s a job-killer, plain and 
simple... It will make life for all Ontarians more 
expensive. The only thing this bureaucracy will 
make, is more spending." 

She was speaking at the ARRAY plant in 
Bradford’s Reagens Industrial Park, surrounded 
by local business representatives and skilled 
tradespeople. 

Ken Simpson, President of Bradford ARRAY, 
noted that at his plant, the cost could be 
high - especially if the employer pays the fees 
for employees and co-op students. “It's very 
counter-productive.” 

Simpson said that he had been unaware of 
any consultation by the province regarding the 
College of Trades, or the new fees. “All of us are 
heads down, trying to make a living,” he said, 
crediting Munro with bringing the issue to the 
attention of the local business community. “It’s 

Letters have already started to go out to 
auto mechanics, and other trades for which 
membership in the College of Trades will be 
compulsory. 

Munro took the opportunity to sign a "Stop 
the Trades Tax Pledge) opposing the new 
College of Trades and its fees - and encouraged 
everyone “to take action and go to uiww. 
stopthetradestax.ca to voice their opposition 


to this dangerous tax." 

The Ontario Construction Employers 
Coalition has estimated that the new fees will 
cost the skilled trades industry approximately 
$84 million each year - and drive jobs and 
opportunities out of Ontario. 

Munro noted that her party has called for a 
modernization of the skilled trades system, 
to boost job creation and increase training of 
skilled workers. One key step: changing the 
Apprenticeship ratios. 

In most provinces, the ratio is one 
Journeyman to one or two apprentices. In 
Ontario, some trades require a ratio of 3 to 5 
Journeymen per apprentice - which severely 
limits the availability of placements, and 
ultimately skilled tradespeople. 

The College of Trades, Munro said, will drive 
up costs and kill jobs. Her press release cited 
proposed annual fees as high as $200 per year 
for Journeypersons, $400 to $600 per year for 
employers. 

However, a check of the website, and a call to 
the College, produced a different story. 

Senior Communications Officer Tristan Austin 
explained that the College will be funded 
by fees of $60 per year for apprentices and 
joumeyperson-candidates, and $120 per year 
for Journey persons, in any of 22 “compulsory” 
trades. Those who belong to 135 other trades, 
and employers/sponsors, will have the option 
of joining the college - but membership will be 
entirely voluntary. 

She agreed that the new fees represent a 
sharp increase - currently, journeypersons pay 
$60 every 3 years to the Ministry of Training, 
Colleges and Universities - but noted that “the 
College's membership fees are the lowest of 
any regulatory body in Ontario.” 

Those who hold multiple certificates (e.g., 
mechanic, millwright, tool & die) would only be 
required to pay a single membership fee. 

The College, Austin said, is designed to 
"remove trades-sector decision-making from 
the government and give tradespersons a 
voice in decisions that affect their work and 
businesses.” 

On its website, the Ontario College of Trades 
calls itself a new “independent regulatory 
body... the first of its kind in North America,” 
representing “a move from government-run to 
industry-driven skilled trades system.” 












Collision closes Yonge Street

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OLG signs deal with Georgian Downs 


Toronto - The Ontario Lottery and 
Gaming Corporation has announced 
that it has reached lease agreements 
with all of its 14 slots facilities - including 
Flamboro Downs and Georgian Downs 
racetracks. 

The OLG has provided the site holders 
with a Letter of Intent, which sets out 
the general intentions and business 
arrangements, subject to approvals 
between OLG and the site. “We have 
long-standing and positive relationships 
with our site holders and look forward to 
working with them in the future,” said Rod 
Phillips, President and CEO of OLG. The 
Corporation hopes to finalize all of the 


agreements by March 25,2013. 

The OLG continues to promote its 
modernization of lottery and gaming in 
Ontario, claiming that the steps being 
taken will increase the net contribution 
to the province by $1.3 billion annually, 
while creating thousands of new jobs. 

But the horse-racing industry, while 
welcoming the agreements signed with 
the gaming sites, warns that the drastic 
loss of revenues to their sector, as spelled 
out in the modernization plan, will lead to 
the loss of tens of thousands of jobs in the 
industry, and potentially the collapse of 
Ontario’s horse-breeding industry.
